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John M. Corcoran Co. of Milton, 
developers of a variety of residential com- 
munities, has the option to buy the old 
Tyer Rubber Co. mill on Railroad Street, 
and hopes to recycle it into apartments for 
the elderly.

Atty. William Dalton of Andover is 
representing Corcoran on the local front. 

Corcoran said they envision some 170 
apartments for low and moderate-income

senior citizens, most of them with 
government-subsidized rentals. The firm 
is working with Architects Stephen & 
Bradley of Boston to design it especially 
as an ‘‘elderly building.”’ 

Corcoran said they plan to keep the front 


facade of the building and the distinctive” 


towers at either end. The major changes, 
he said, would come inside and on the four 
acres of grounds. 

They would build and landscape a large

Street in the present parking lot. It would 
be more pleasant to look at than the 
railroad, Corcoran said, and act as 
something of a noise buffer as well. 

He said the land adjacent to the building 
would be landscaped with special atten- 
tion to the needs of the elderly, such as 
benches for sitting. They would also have 
‘‘cabbage patches,’’ or small gardens ‘‘to 
putter around in,’’ as in other Corcoran 
complexes. 

Parking for residents and guests would 
take up another acre at the rear of the 


building, and Corcoran said they would 


hope to ‘‘open up’’ a view of the 
Shawsheen River, which has been largely 
hidden by overgrowth in recent years. 
Inside, he said, the building is ‘‘very, 
very large,’ more than 200,000 square 
feet, with lots of room for ‘‘community 
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While most of the new construction per- 
mits were confined to early spring founda- 
tion work, additions and alterations were 
definitely on the upswing last month. 

Permits were ussued during March for 
new construction valued at $74,000, accor- 
ding to Building Inspector William Meins, 
while additions and alterations came in at 
an estimated $143,540.

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Many residents_know about the Andover 
ABC (A Better Chance) students who 
come from urban and rural backgrounds 
to take advantage of an Andover High 
education — and live in the three-story 
gray house at the corner of Main and Mor- 
ton Streets. 

These teenagers from minority groups 
benefit from the academic program, and 
in turn contribute to Andover High 
organizations and to the community. 


What many residents don’t know is the 
interchange the students have with local 
families who invite them into their family 
circles and provide caring and sharing on 
an on-going basis. 

A host family invites a particular stu- 
dent each week for Wednesday. supper, 
plus one weekend a month and some 
school vacations. The ABC student is more 
than a ‘‘guest;’’ he or she is part of the 
family and in contact with them at times 
other than rgularly scheduled visits. While 
families often plan special events for their 
time together, an important part is simply 
participation in the normal routine of An- 
dover family life. . 


The usual host family commitment is 
for the three years that a student spends in 
the community. 

Of the 11 students currently in the ABC 
program, six will be graduating this year. 
The incoming sophomores who replace 


them, to start on their own way toward en-- 


try into college programs, will be assigned 
to new host families. 

Prospective host families do not have to 
have teenagers in the home nor non- 
working mothers. Single parent families 
are also welcomed. Though the involve- 
ment of host parents in the individual 
student’s academic progress is helpful, 
schoolwork is not a responsibility of host 


families and a knowledge of high school 
subjects, though useful, is not required. 

The main need of a host family is flex- 
ibility in handling usual teenage problems, 
and ability to provide support for a student 
encountering a new living and academic 
situation. 

The students have been recommended to 
the ABC program by their own school 
authorities, screened by National ABC, 
and chosen by the Andover ABC selection 
committee for their intellectual and social 
potential.

During their Tuesday night conference 
session, the board of selectmen appeared 
willing to vote in favor of the fee increases 
at their next regular meetings.

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Judge McNaught: Man: of Many Interests

One of the most recent additions to the 
bench of federal district court in Boston is 
also a recently arrived resident of An- 
dover. 


Last November John J. MciNaugnt mov- 
ed to town and was recommended to 
President Jimmy Carter for a federal 
judgeship by Sen. Edward M. Kennedy. 
His qualifications were reviewed by the 
Senate judiciary committee and his ap- 
pointment was approved by the Senate. He 
was sworn in with four other federal 
judges March 30, during a ceremony in 
Faneuil Hall, Boston. 


He now lives at 66 River Road with his 
wife, commutes to Boston every weekday, 
arriving at his chambers in the Post Office 
Building in Government Center around 
8:30 a.m. 


“T find that’s a good time for studying,”’ 
he said. The day in court begins at 10 a.m. 
and-runs until 4 p.m. with an hour from 1 
to 2 p.m. for lunch. From 4 to 5 p.m. he 
said he usually attends to his cor- 
respondence or reviews matters under ad- 
visement. Then he goes home. 


‘A judge simply cannot do all his or her 
work at the office,” he said. That is why 
he is setting up an office in his home and 
why he may spend 10 hours of his weekend 
working on legal matters. 


His studying even carries over into his 
vacations. Once, at his family cottage in 
New Hampshire, he wrote an article on a 
new death statute. Usually, though, he 
said, he just swims in a lake near the cot- 
tage, works at building fielstone walls and 
does some cabinet work. 


He said he has not freshwater fished 
recently, but wants to get back to it when 
he can. 


Beside fishing, McNaught has several 
other hobbies. ‘‘I’ve always had a hobby of 
photography,” he said. “I fooled around a

lot with it as a kid.”’ He said he had his 
own dark room where he did his own black 
and white printing until a few years ago. 


But he gave away the equipment when he 
found he did not have enough time to use 
it. Now he just shoots snapshots. 


McNaught said he was an amateur car- 
toonist and painter when his children were 
young. He used to draw them cartoons to 
entertain them, and every year he painted 
a Christmas scene on a three by six foot 
mirror he owned. He said he tried the idea 
one year and his children liked it so, it 
became a family tradition. 


He said he worked on the mirror pain- 
tings each year starting at Thanksgiving, 
spending about 20 minutes a night until 
they were finished. Over the years he did a 
Santa, 4 nativity and several Currier and 
Ives scenes. He said he does not paint any 
more. 


Recently he has a new interest: disco 
dancing. He does not disco himself, but he 
said he admires the skillfulness of some 
disco dancers. ‘‘It almost approaches the 
way we used to do the fox trot and sam- 
bas,’’ he said, ‘‘That really is very 
graceful dancing.”

In addition to his work as a judge and his 
hobbies, McNaught is a teacher. He 
teaches a course in trial practice at 
Boston University Law School, and a 
course on admissible evidence and hear- 
say at the National Judicial College of the 
American Bar Association, taught at the 
University of Nevada. 


Born in Malden, McNaught went to 
Malden Catholic High School where he 
was a football quarterback, right wing on 
the hockey team and a ‘‘good field, no hit” 
second baseman on the baseball team.

It’s Time To Protect Elms 


- Do you have an elm tree on your proper- 
ty? Or any of the Town’s 1800 roadside 
elms shading your property? 

Now is the time to consider protecting 
those trees from the dreaded Dutch elm 
disease, says the Andover Garden Club. 


Since it is possible for a tree to be in- 
fected with this disease for one or more 
seasons without showing visible symp- 
toms, it is very important to begin a 
preventative program. James Bamford, 
Andover’s Tree Warden will begin a pilot 
program of injecting 14 Elm trees. 


The recommended procedure is to an- 
nually inject the chemical Lignasan BLP 
(fungicide registered by EPA) to prevent 
the disease from infecting the tree. 
Lignasan is a preventative, not a cure for 
Dutch Elm disease. 


The elm injection equipment has been 
purchased by the Andover Garden Club. 
Last year 18 town citizens used it, and it is 
hoped that more will do so this season. The 
use of this equipment is offered to any 
resident of the town by calling Mrs. Nor- 
man Frost on Lowell Street.

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Mill An Andover Landmark 


The old Tyer Rubber Co. mill has been 
vacant for a couple of years now, but the 
building has been a landmark in Andover 
for nearly 70 years, and at one time more 
than 1000 people worked there. 

The company itself dates back to the 
mid 19th century and an English im- 
migrant, Henry George Tyer, who began 
inventing and developing in the then new 
field of rubber. : 

He first organized the North American 
Patent Shoe Co. in Ballardvale and then in 
1856, in partnership with George Boise, 
began producing the ‘‘Compo”’ shoe in a 
building on North Main Street. They used 
a rubber adhesive to stick the tops and bot- 
toms together. 

As the number of products increased, 
the Tyer Rubber Co. formed, with Tyer as 


president. In 1912 they went ‘‘public’’ and 
the large modern mill, now being con- 
sidered for senior citizen housing 
apartments, was built. They manufac- 
tured automobile tires and inner tubes 
there until 1922, when they changed over 
to rubber footwear. 

Tyer was one of the first to make in- 
flatable bladders for footballs and rubber 
centers for baseballs and golf balls, and 
developed the ‘‘hot cure’ method of mak- 
ing inflatable rubber pontoons and recon- 
naissance boats during World War II. 
Thousands of the pontoons and boats were 
produced at Tyer, adding an important 
contribution to V-E and V-J Days. 

The company in recent years concen- 
trated on canvas and rubber footwear and 
rubber rollers for industry, but also made 


Skating scabbards and hockey pucks, 
sponge insoles and sporting clothing, such 
as hit waders for fishermen. 


Converse bought Tyer in 1961, and con- 
tinued to operate until March of 1977, 
when they closed down the sneaker opera- 
tion and largely moved out of the building. 

In June, 1978, a group of seven 
employees bought the roller operation in 
the smaller building north of the old mill, 
and continued to operate there, with 
Arthur Ermer of Andover as president and 
treasurer. 


They also purchased the old mill 
building itself, now under option with the 
Corcoran Co. of Milton for ‘‘recycling’’ 
into apartments.

space”’ in addition to the apartment units. 
There would be a number of lounges, as 
well as other rooms for reading, arts and 
crafts, sewing, games and functions. 

“AS we see it now,’ Corcoran said, 90 
percent of the units would be one 
bedroom, fully equipped with wall-to-wall 
carpeting, air conditioning, and 
efficiency-type kitchens with dishwashers 
and disposers. The remainder of the units 
would be two-bedroom. 

They would set aside 5 percent of the 


-apartments for the handicapped tenants, 


providing non-slip carpeting, special 
counters that allow wheelchair access and 
extra grab bars and a sitting area in the 
bathroom. 

Corcoran said he feels the location is 
“‘superb”’ for the elderly, near downtown 
and shopping, and that the project would 
serve a dual purpose: to recycle a building 
that will likely never be used again for in- 
dustry, thus revitalizing an area near the 
center, and to fulfill a need for additional 
senior citizen housing. He said there are 
long waiting lists at elderly housing 
developments, and that as the cost of 
maintaining a home continues to rise in 
Andover, as elsewhere, for retired persons 
on fixed incomes there will be ‘‘more and 
more need.”’ 

He said he hadn’t yet met anyone witha 
negative reaction to the project, and call- 
ed it was “‘sort of what the doctor 
ordered.”’ 

He said single persons, whose income

for the subsidized apartments, or couples 
whose combined income did not exceed 
$10,750. He said they would be required to 
pay 25 percent of the incomes toward the 
rent, with the government picking up the 
balance. 

He said he expected rent for a one- 
bedroom apartments to be in the area of 
$406 a month, and a two-bedroom unit, 
$482, utilities included. 

A couple with the maximum income 
then, would pay 25 percent for rent: about 
$225 a month, with the government 
program paying $175. 

The Corcoran Co. will also continue to 
own and run the building, with a live-in 
manager on the premises. 

The Corcoran got into the real estate 
business about 29 years ago, first as a 
brokerage firm, then in home building and 
development. Corcoran said the apart- 
ment boom about 15 years ago was ‘“‘a 
natural for us,’ and they now own and 
manage outright some 2500 to 3000 units 
throughout Massachusetts, including the 
‘‘Commons’’ apartments, such as 


Shrewsbury Commons, Beverly Com- { 


mons, Weymouth Commons and Quincy 
Commons. 

They more recently have gotten into the 
area of subsidized housing and 
“rehabilitation’”’ of old buildings, and are 
now reclaiming the Academy Building in 
Fall River. One of that city’s most history 
buildings, it will have residential units on 
the upper floor, with the lower ‘floor 
reserved for retail businesses, along the 
lines of the Quincy Market. A central 
theatre is being demolished, and that area

Six residents of Kirkland Drive, whose 
basements are periodically flooded now, 
are concerned that the development of the 
old Andover Country Club property would 
worsen their problems. 

Spokesman for the residents, Samuel St. 
Angelo, told selectmen Tuesday night, 
“‘We feel we’ve got enough problems on 
Kirkland now and that development of 
homes would only aggravate problems.”’ 

Gail Griffin of 30 Kirkland Drive, said 
that when she bought her home 14 years 
ago, her property, including her base- 
ment, was dry. She said her father, a 
water works employee for more than 40 
years, said that the area did not at that 


time seem like it should have drainage 
problems. 

Four years ago, a test drilling in her 
basement found only dry earth a foot 
below her house’s foundation. Last winter, 
a similar test revealed running water two 
inches below the basement floor. 

Selectman Susan T. Poore suggested 
that the development of an area can 
change the amount of water that an area 
can absorb into the ground, and perhaps 
that is what happened on Kirkland Drive. 

Selectman Lawrence Sullivan said the 
suddeness of the problem seemed to in- 
dicate a water main break and asked if the 
department of public works had looked 
into it.

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Time To Be More 


Neighborly 


A few weeks ago Andover selectmen discussed at 
length a request from North Reading officials to supply 
water to the neighboring town for an extended period of 
time. 

At the end of considerable discussion, Andover decid- 
ed to continue supplying North Reading for the next 
four months and to study the possibility of the extended 
period. 

Rather than the study, it would seem more in line to 
assure North Reading that we will supply them with 
their water needs, until such time as they can come up 
with a permanent solution. 

Andover officials have constantly been concerned 
about supplying water to neighboring communities. 
Each time a valve is turned on for a neighbor, the 
selectmen, as water commissioners, are to be notified 
immediately. A few years ago Andover and Tewksbury 
wound up in some rather unpleasant circumstances 
when a valve was turned by mistake and we billed our 
neighbor a preposterous amount. 

The North Reading situation seems apparent. 

The town does not have adequate supply and its wells 
have been hit by pollutants. They are currently drawing 
less than half million gallons per day to satisfy im- 
mediate needs. 

Furthermore, they have no place to turn. A proposed 
extension of the Metropolitan District Commission lines 
is not about to happen very soon. 

Andover, with its treatment plant built through 


federal and state funding, can produce up to 12,000,000 
gallons daily. Since the plant has been in operation, the 
peak amount produced was 9,000,000 gallons, during a 
summer heat wave when Andover was assisting 
Methuen and Lawrence as well as North Reading. 


Selectmen express concern about what would happen 
if other nearby towns have problems and turn to An- 
dover for help. 2 

Frankly, if that happens, then further decisions will 
have to be made. | 

They wonder about possible funding for expansion of 
the plant and about receiving tax credits for aiding 
other towns. 

All of this comes as North Reading officials seek 
some relief to what is going to be a continuing problem. 
They are interested in obtaining some assurance that 
they could continue to draw from Andover lines and its 
adequate supply. 

It is fairly obvious that Andover’s treatment plant is 
their only source, and, the price North Reading pays 
isn’t what could be termed a bargain rate. 


Thus it would seem that it is just a good, neighborly 
thing to do to give North Reading the assurance they 
desire, and forget about extensive studies until such 
time as Andover is faced with additional problems. 

Such consideration is based on the fact that there well 
may be time when we need assistance from North 
Reading.

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WASHINGTON -— Presi- 
dent Carter has revealed to 
the nation his plan for 
preventing an energy cri- 
sis. His message included 
a call to increase the pro- 
duction of alcohol fuels. 

This is a belated triumph 
over the oil lobby. For 
years, we have pointed out 
that alcohol fuels can be 
blended with gasoline with- 
out changing automobile 
engines. This would reduce 
the nation’s huge _ pur- 
chases of overseas oil. 

But the oil industry has 
fought the idea. In 1975, the 
California legislature con- 
sidered operating a fleet of 
experimental state-owned 
cars on alcohol blends. But 
the oil companies sent wit- 
nesses to testify against 
the project. 

The oil men also tried to 
block Nebraska from pro- 
ducing a 10 percent blend 
of grain alcohol and gaso- 
line. Nebraska congress- 
men began receiving quiet 
calls from representatives 
of the state’s petroleum 
marketers, urging them to 
oppose the project. 

The oil lobbyists have 
been even more effective 
in the backrooms of Wash- 
ington. At the Energy 
Department, Secretary 
James Schlesinger and As- 
sistant Secretary Dale My- 
ers have resisted alcohol 
fuels. It took congressional 
pressure to compel them to 
create a special ‘‘alcohol 
fuels task force’’ just to 


study the idea.

In Brazil, the govern- 
ment requires the oil com- 
panies to sell alcohol 
blends to Brazilian motor- 
ists. Now, President 
Carter has finally given 
alcohol fuels a presidential 
prod. 

An Un-American Tradi- 
tion: Oil prices may be 
causing economic havoc 
and peace may be hanging 
in the balance in the Mid- 
dle East. But this month, 
many Americans are more 
excited over the opening of 
the baseball season.

Clark said he felt it was another attempt 
to force local communities to keep the 
governor’s campaign promise. 

Using Andover’s free cash could lower 
the tax rate by about $4 this year. 
However, Clark said what would appear to 
be a windfall this year means that ‘‘all of 
us will be paying more each year 
hereafter.”’ 

Andover’s certified free cash averages 
abolut $1.5 million a year, Clark explain- 
ed, and is used to pay town expenses while 
waiting for the tax checks to roll in every 
six months. If that money isn’t there, he 
said, Andover will have to borrow at least 
$1 million a year to pay its bills. Interest 
on that million, he said, would cost about 
$55,000 each year. 

Furthermore, he said, the town would 
lose at least a portion of the interest now 
earned on its free cash, or somewhere in 
the area of $45,000. : 

At present, the town earns about $225,- 
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000 in interest each year, and the interest 
income is applied annually to reduce tax- 
es.

As the TOWNSMAN went to press, State 
Rep. Gerald Cohen, chairman of the Taxa- 
tion Committee, said the free cash legisla- 
tion had passed the Conference Com- 
mittee. 

However, he said, he had successfully 
added a provision that town meeting can, 
by a two-thirds vote, override the legisla- 
tion and maintain its free cash position. 


Clark said the legislative action would 
damage the town’s financial position, for-
